Senſe dictates, Accidents excepted, they would 


rarely need the Aid of Medicine : That is to 


fay, would they uſe Exerciſe, and avoid In- 
temperance. This being admitted, there will 
appear the leſs Neceſſity for a maſterly Skill in 
Anatomy, to underſtand the Cauſe and Conſe- 


uence of moſt Diſorders, or to learn that they 


uſually ſpring from Obſtructions, which being 
removed, the organic Syſtem recovers its due 
and natural Order, Indigeſtions ceaſe, the Blood 
circulates freely, and every elaſtic Power ope- 
rates properly. Deliriums, Fevers, Agues, 


Catarrhs, Aſthmas, Pains in the Head and 
Gums, Gout, Rheumatiſm, Pleureſy, &c. all 


own the ſame Source, and may be therefore 


cured by the ſame Specific, if it proves ſtrong 
enough to reach the Cauſe, and injures nothing 
in the Operation. This is too well known a 


Truth to need any Illuſtration, and affords us 


the propereſt Means to confider the Nature, 
Genius, and Quality of the Royal Patent Medi- 
cinal Snuff, the propoſed SpeciFic now before 
us; which being the ſimple Product of Nature, 
has no Relation to Quack Compoſitions, 
and acts as all good Medicines ought to do, 


without any kind of Danger to the Patient ; 


but for the fame Reaſon will not always reach _ 
Infirmities of the longeſt Standing; nor indeed © 
can all with Safety be attempted by any Medi- 
cine; nor do any but Quacks ever preſume it: 
However, this Sau has operated, upon certain 
i ; Occa- 
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Occaſions, in a very ſurprizing Manner, in fixt 
Rheumatiſms, Deliriums, continuent Head- 
achs, to which ſtudious People are ſubject, and 
in various other Caſes, as ſhall be ſhewn in its 
proper Place; but in recent Diſtempers has 
been never yet known to fail, where the Pa- 
tient was temperate and orderly ; ; eſpecially, 
where the Head has been principally affected, 
of which I ſhall beg leave to give ſeveral diſ- 
tinguiſhed Inſtances ; after having firſt premiſed, 
that however ſerviceable this Medicine may have 
been to Perfons of Rank and Condition, parti- 
cularly the Ladies, there are but few that chuſe 
to have their Calamities expoſed to public No- 
toriety, and J have laid it down as a Rule, ne- 
ver to mention any Perſon's Name without their 
Aſſent firſt voluntarily given.

I will not pretend abſolutely t to determine 
how the Snuff operates in every Particular ; it 
ſometimes acts with a kind of Electric Power, 
giving the whole bodily Frame a ſudden Con- 
cuſſion, and thereby aſſumes an opening and at- 
tenuating Quality, breaks and brings off ſettled 
Blood, and conglutinated V iſciditics, from che 
Head, n or Lungs.

In the Firſt CASE, it has had a very happy 
Effect on a poor Man, Servant to Mr. Maſon, 
a Cheeſemonger in Wapping, who having re- 
! ceived a violent Blow on his Head, and lain 
| ſome Time in a kind of fixt Stupor, was given

iz Acid predominates, it ſucceeds to Admiration, 
= | and effectually cures, where Balſamics, Atte- 
V quatives, &c. are but mere Palliatives. 
'L How it operates in the Stomach and Inteſ- 
1 tines, why it paſſes into the Joints, breaks even 
| a confirmed Chalk Stones, and gradually diſſolves 
| them, or which way it reſtores the Craſis of the 
Blood, and the whole Animal Oeconomy to 
their natural Functions, we can better aſcertain *' 
from Facts, than account for on ſcientific Prin- 
cigles, to full Satisfaction; but from ſome Cir- 
cumſtances 
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cumſtances apparently ſimilar, we can 't help 


concluding that this will prove a Specific even 
for the Jaundice. 


I am extremely ſenſible, how much Univer- 
ſal Specifics are exploded by the Learned, and 
the Reaſon why can be no Myſtery to any 
body; not to uſe invidious Reflections on the 
Trade of Phyſic, different Conſtitutions, various 
Habits of Body, the Uncertainty of the State 
of the Diſtemper, the {till greater Uncertainty 
of how Bodies operate upon Bodies, makes 
Medicine in a good Meaſure Gueſs-work, eſpe- 
cially in confirmed or cronical Diſeaſes; ſo that 


the main Points ſeem at laſt reduced to two, 


vg. The removing of Obſtructions, by giving 


the Body a kind of internal artificial Exerciſe, 


and by correcting or throwing off thoſe partial 
Superfluities, that act intemperately on the 


Blood and Juices, and thereby reducing the 


whole animal Syſtem to its priſtine regular 
Temperature. In this Light the Multitude of 
Diſeaſes we now find Names for, are reduced 
into a very narrow Compaſs, and as they have 
uſually the ſame Source, may be ſubjected to 
the Power of the fame Medicine, capable of 


ga acting, at once, as a Stimulator, Attenuator, 


and Alterative, which is ſo very far from being 
impoſſible, that whatever does not ſo act, is in 
Effect no Medicine at all, but is of that Tribe 
which are given for Form Sake, while Dame 
Nature acts the Phyſician, and finithes the 
Cure herſelf. At all Events there is no di!) pu- 
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ting againſt Facts; what this noble Medicine has 


effected upon many, it may upon more; it is 


not pretended to be infallible, but has this pe- 
culiar Excellence, that none can be hurt by ta- 
king it, as it will not operate without a proper 
Subject to work upon, but many may be diſ- 


appointed by not taking enough: However, it | 


may generally be depended upon, that when, in 
ſtubborn Caſes, four Half Crown Papers does 
not effect a Cure, in the Whole, or in great 
Part, ſuppoſing them regularly taken, it may be 
concluded, that the Medicine will not reach 
the Cauſe, and may then doubt whether any 
thing in Nature will : For this Reaſon in moſt 
of the ſubſequent Caſes is ſpecified the Quan- 
tity taken ; but we cannot be particular as to 
the Time, Manner, and Proportion, upon all 
Occaſions, becauſe that, having often to deal 
with illiterate People, who uſe it in ſecret, and 
according to their own Pleaſure and Conve- 
nience, they uſually give a confuſed Account, 
or think it ſufficiently ſatisfactory to acknow- 
ledge the Benefit of a Cure, by one or more 
Papers, without troubling themſelves to recol- 
le& the Times of their taking it, and the diſ- 
tint Manner of its Operation, from whence 
only a clear Judgment might be formed of its 
Uſe, Power and Efficacy. 
There is another Diſad vantage which the 
_ Diſcoverer of a Specific muſt naturally labour 
under, which is, that People who can afford it, 
will ſuffer their Conſtitutions to be ruined _ 
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dum artem, before they apply for it, and will 
only become the Subject of an eaſy Experiment, 
when the vital Stamina is nearly exhauſted, 

and it can't poſſibly be of any Uſe to them. It 

is likewiſe the common Caſe of many, eſpecially 
Artificers, through Want of proper Abilities to 
anſwer the Expence, or that they cannot con- 
veniently ſpare Time to go e what is uſu- 
ally termed a Courſe of Phyſic, and therefore 
ſuffer the contracted Diſtemper to grow upon 
them, and thence to become ſtubborn, and dif- 
ficult to be removed, as will appear in ſeveral 
Inſtances herein after given, 

It is a Conſideration worthy the Regard of 
the Public, how the Practice of Phyſic is be- 
come inverted, and the ſame Medicines which 
formerly with Eaſe, Pleaſure and Security, 
cured our Anceſtors, has been gradually jar- 
gon'd into diſrepute, becauſe it anſwers not the 
like Purpoſe of Expence, of what is infinitely 
leſs effectual, and the Quality of the Compoſi- 
tion leſs underſtood ; and Experience has naw 
taught us to underſtand, that moſt Diſtempers 
flow, in Effect, from the ſame Origin, though 
oftentimes differently created, or elſe our Ac- 
counts from abroad, as well as different Infor- 
mations from all Parts of the united Kingdoms, 
as likewiſe from the Principles of Anatomy, 
molt egregiouſly deceive us, as the N]m Fever, 
Yaws, and Dry Gripes, upon the Coaſt of 
Africa ; and in the Weſt-Indtes, Fluxes and va- 
rious Diſorders of the Bowels, and fome equally 
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common to this Climate, on the main Continent 


of America; the Peſtilence in Aſia, and the Hectic, 
Miliary, and other Fevers, Gout, Rheumatiſm, 
Epilepfies, &c. in Europe, as are otherwiſe ca- 
ſually diſplay'd in the Courſe of this Work, 
and which it would be here mere Tautology to 
repeat. = 

Thus notwithſtanding Diſorders in the Blood, 
Juices and Inteſtines, are variouſly acquir'd, 


and differently affect particular Conſtitutions ; 


or whether the Reſult of contaminated Air, 


Intenſe Study, Luxury, Debauch, Idleneſs, or 


Bruiſes, are the primary Cauſes of this or that 
Diſeaſe ; yet whatever operates ſo generally, as 
to reſtore the Blood and Juices to their priſtine 
Purity, and all the animal Oeconomy to a due 
Courſe of Action, may be juſtly deem'd an 
_univerſal Specific. And that this is really the 
Caſe in reſpect to the Royal Patent Medicinal 
SNUFF, can only be queſtion'd by thoſe who 
are partial beyond all kind of Evidence, as it is
